As you msy probably know, Ger- 
mon intezesta here wero formerly represented 
by the British Consul. Tha arrival of Dr. 
Mudra to’ create the Consulate. before the 
erection’ of s proper building has even 
commenced. is dus, I am told, to force of 
ciroumstances, as German affairs here, of late 
haye tskon such an important nspect as to 
warrant the immodiate pravence ofa Consnl. Dr. 
Madra, is also to reprosent Germany in the 
neighbouring port of Hoihow. Europesn in- 
torests here are now represented by no less then 
three Consuls—Britisb, French, and German. 

THE REBELLION IN KWANGSI. 

The se. Hongkong arrived here Isst week with 
over five hundred bravea from Canton to replace 
the garrison in Tamchow, which has been 
depleted recently thtongh sending reinforce- 
ments to Nenning to quell the rebellion in 
Kwangsi.

In fact, he has on occasians previously been 
appointed by the Viceroy 1o erguire into 
matters of disputo arising between Chinese 
and foreignors, and all such enquiries conducted 
by him have been sottled in w most friendly 
manner. ‘The Viceroy has undonbtadly realieod 
the valuable services of this gentleman, boneo 
he twas again appointed to onquire into: the 
prosant case. :
